that he would. ask the Municipal Terminal 


Commission, appointed to investigate St. 
Louis terminal conditions, to grant him a 
hearing relative to the bridge arbitrary 
which he says has swept away his entire 
trade in Northern Illinois, the loss in this 
Section alone amounting to more than $16,- 
000 a year. 

But the direct cause of Mr. Blanken- 
meister’s complaint is the following letter 
which he recelved from a customer Friday 
morning:

Mr. Blankenmetister said: 

“Orwaneco is 6) miles east of St. Loults 
on the Baltimore & Ohio, Railroad. Now, 
the distance across the river is less than 
two miles. The barrel of glass about which 
my customer complains was shipped from 
Bast St. Louis to Owaneco for 30 cents. 
But the Terminal charge for the short dfs- 
tance across the river is 25 cents, or almost 
the equivuient of the long haul to Owaneco. 


Alleges Discrimination. 

“If I had shipped a barrel weighing. as 
much as 500 pounds, the bridge arbitrary 
would have been the same. But anything 
over 500 pounds and the Terminal would 
impose a charge of only 2 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. 

“In other words I could ship 600 or 700 
or even 1000 pounds of glassware across the 
river for a charge less than that imposed 
for the 125-pound package. If that is. not 
discrimination in favor of the large and 
against the small shipper I don't know 
what you call it. . 

“But I would not be a small shipper to 
it were not for 
this bridge arbitrary. The merchant who 
sends me the above complaint withdrew 
practically all of his custom from me a 
year ago. He explained that he wags able 
to get his goods cheaper from Chicago. 

“Three years ago one of my traveling 
salesman did a busines of $14,000 a year in 
Worthern Illinois. The following year his 
gales went down to $11,000 and lately our 
trade there amounts to practically noth- 
ing. 

“Chicago, Indianapolis and other cities 
have béen ‘knocking’ St. Louis right along 
on account of the bridge arbitrary. The 
result has been a tremendous loss of trade 
@@ @t. Louis merchants within the last few 
years. . 

“T have no feeling against the railroad 
companies nor the Terminal Association. 
They are, like ourselves, doing all they 
can to make money. 

“But when 1 read in the Post-Dispatch 
night the interview with Mr. 
Elias Michael, chairman of the Terminal 
commision, to the effect that the evidence 
of St. Louis shippers would be. gathered, 
I thought I was qualified to serve as a 
witness on existing conditions.”

Statement That the Trouble Will 


End Without Claim of Victory or Defeat on Either Side— 
Shea Is Belligerent Despite Peace Talk. 


CHICAGO, May 19.—'The Chicago team- 
sters’ strike will end tonight or tomorrow 
morning,’’ said Sheriff Thomas Barrett to- 
day. 

“There will be no claim of victory or de- 
feat on either side,’’ he continued. ‘‘Neith- 
er will there be any formal calling off of 
the conict. The men wil Isimply go back 
to work and the employers wilfil re-engage 
those who are worthy and have not broken 
the law.”’ 

Mayor Dunne confirmed the _ Sheriff's 
statement. He has positive information 
that the strike wil lend within 24 hours— 
within 48 at the outside. 

He agreed with Mr. Barrett that there 
will be no formal announcement of the 
end of the fight. It wil Ibe allowed to 
quietly drop. 

President Shea of the Teamsters’ Union 
denies that the Mayor and Sheriff have 
sufficient grounds for their confidence. ‘‘No 

man in the world,”’ he said, ‘‘has the right 
to call this strike off, The Laleerance:: ead Joint 
council alone has this power.’ 

Sheriff Barrett showed conclusively, how- 


ever, that he has faith in his assertions, by 


commencing to call in the txar deputies 
who have been guarding the wagons of the 
Employers’ Teaming Co., and by discon- 
tinuing the appointment of more deputies. 

Simultancously with the declarations by 
the sheriff and mayor came a report, cred- 
ited to a member of the Employers’ As- 


sociation, that there is reason to believe 
that the strike will be officially declared 


off if assurance is given to the labor lead-. 


ers that there will be no prosecutions under 
the Federal injunctions against interfer- 
ence with non-union wagons. 

Dell Stevens of the department store 
drivers admitted that a meeting tonight be- 
tween members of his union and some of 
the employers will bring the pecce move- 
ment to a focus. 

‘When President Gompers left Chicago,’’ 
continued Mr. Stevens, ‘“‘it is understood 
that he assured Sheriff Barrett that, while 
there would be no formal capitulation on 
either side, the strikers and their employ- 
ers would quietly merge interests and re- 
store peace. 

The teamsters’ joint council will hold a 
meeting tonight at which, it is generally 
belleved, action will be taken ong the 
lines referred to by Mayor Dunne and 
Sheriff Barrett. 

The cab drivers have already decided to 
deliver passengers in future wherever they 
wish to go, no matter whether the boycott 
may he thus interfered with or not.

VICTIM ARMED FOR WEEKS? 


Jury Sent From Room While Law- 
yers Argué on Aamitting 
Testimony on Point: 


The defense opened its case Friday in 
the trial of Eddie Keileher, charged with 
the murder of “St. Louis Tommy” Sulli- 
van, the prizefighter, Jan 29, and Judge 
Harvey made the opening speech to the 
jury. 

‘Phe defense would prove, he asserted, 
that there was an old grudge between Sul- 
livan and Kelleher, that Sullivan was 
iooking for Kelleher and earried a revol- 
er with which to kill him or inflict greaé. 
bodily harm upon him, that he had made 
public threats to this effect, and that he 
went to Mike Walsh's saloon, where the 
Shooting took place, for the purpose of 
meeting Melleher. 

It woud be shown by competent testi- 
mony, Judge Harvey continued, when Sul- 
livan entered Walsh’s saloon Kelleher 
asked him: 

“Are you looking for trouble?” 
Sullivan answered: 


and that 


,’ and that 
his revolver, which 
dropped to the floor, whereupon Kelleher 
drew his own pistol and opened fire on 
Sullivan, firing two siots.- 

The defense expected to 
Judge ‘Harvey said, that later on, when 
Sullivan was asked about the shooting, 
the latter said: ‘He got to me first,’ 
thus indicating that the encounter had 
been expected by Sullivan. 

Al. Hamilton was the. first witness -for 
the defense. He testified that he lived at 
1011 North Twenty-third street, that he 
was a cigar salesman and had formerly 
been a saloonkeeper, and that he had 
known Sullivan intimately for five years. 
He saw Sullivan in company with John 
Howard about an hour before the shoot- 
ing took place. They had come into Dan- 
eri’s saloon, at Twenty-second and Chest- 
nut street. 

After they had been in the saloon to- 
gether for some little time witness had 
said that he was going home and to bed, 
and Sullivan replied: “I’m going north,” 
and had then gone out. That was the last 
witness saw of Sullivan until after the 
shooting in Walsh’s saloon on Pine street. 
Witness was still in Daneri’s saloon when 
“ce heard that Sullivan had been shot and 
was in Bumberry's saloon. 

Witness had then gone to Bumberty'’s 
place, in company with several police offi- 
cers, and there saw Sullivan. He asked 
Sullivan what was the matter, and the lat- 
ter replied: ‘‘He beat me to it.’ In an- 
swer to witness’ question as to who shot 
him, Sullivan said: “I don't know the 
man.” 

An ambuiance which had been called at 
rived then and Sullivan was placed in it 
to be sent to the City Hospital. <As he 
was being carried out of the saloon Sulli- 
van said to wifness: ‘“Good-by, if I don't 
see you any more.” 


Found Pistol on Music Box. 


Witness had then gone to Walsh's saloon, 
where the shooting had taken place. Sergt. 
‘Ioffman and several policemen arrived 
there about 5 a. m., and began searching 
the premises. Finally Sergt. Hoffman had 
said to the other policeman: ‘‘You fellows 
must all be blind,”? and as he spoke he 
took a revolver from the top of a music 


box in the saloon. 

On croes examination witness <‘estified 
that he had taken charge of the saloon 
upon his arrival, as the bartender was-not 
there, that there was no weapon on the 
floor of the saloon, that he saw no weapon 
on the music box, that ne did not know 
to whom the pistol found by Sergt. Hoff- 
man belonged, and that he had never seen , 
it before, 

William Bumberry, who had previously 
been placed on the stand by the State, was 
called by the defense. When Judge Harvey 
asked him !¢ Sullivan had not carried a 
revolver two weeks before the shooting in 


Mike Walsh's saloon, Circuit Attorney Sa- 
ger objected to the question, and a spirited

was sent from the room. while the lawyers 
contended as to the points raised by this 
question. 

Judge Foster sustained the objection to

Another lenethy argument then followed, 
when Dudley Brown of 4119 Cleveland ave- 
nue was placed on the stand. He testified 
that he was a bartender and knew Sulli- 
(van. He was asked if he had herd Sulli- 
/van make any threats against Kelleher, 
but Cireuit Attorney Sager objected to the 
question, arguing that the testimony was 
‘not relevant unless it was proved that the 
‘threats had been communicated to Kelle- 
her and that Sullivan was the agressor in 
| the quarrel in the saloon where he met

Police Sergt. Hoffman and Policeman 
Cantrillion testified to the tinding of the 
revolver on the musie bex in the saloon 
where Sullivan was killed.

He was released on $1000 bond, accepted 
by Judge Withrow in chambers, soon after 
his arrival, Joseph Schuler is his bondsman. 

Sage’s train arrived at 7:20 o'clock, and at 
the station to meet him were Henry C. 
Townsend, genera] passenger and. ticket 
agent of the Missouri Pacific Railroad; 
George H. Robinson of the Nationa] Piumb- 
ing Supply Co. and A. M. Bell, general pas- 
sernger agent of the Mobile & Ohio Rail- 
road. 

Mr. Sage did not in the least have the ap- 
pearance of a prisoner. Detective August 
Dooley, who accompanied him from St. 
Joseph, seemed to be a traveling compan- 
fon only. 

Mr. Sage, nattily dressed in a blue serge 
suit, with black derby and patent leather 
shoes, was met in the train shed by his 
friends, and they went with him to the 
Four Courts. He was not taken tito the 
police station in the basement, where the 
names of prisoners are entered on the 
“blotter,” but into Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond's private office. There he was met 
by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dalton, 
who has been his friend since Mr. Sage 
came to St. Louis, and cordially greeted. 

Mr. Townsend, as soon as the party 
reached QOhief Desmond's olfice, began to 
telephone for an attorney and a bondsman, 
both of whom he asked to be at the Four 
Courts by the time Judge Moore arrived, 

A few minutes ifterward Chief Kiely ar- 
rived at his office. Mr. Townsend went in 
to see him, and after a few minutes’ whis- 
pered conversation the Chief hurried into 
Desmond's room. As he saw Mr. Sage he 


cried — cordiall 
“Hello, there, Bage!’ and shook hands 
and 


with him. 

Then he greeted others in the room, 
again turned to Mr. Sage and shook hands 
with him even more warmly than at first. 

Mr. Sage talked affably. He does not 
seem in the least disturbed by his arrest.

My implication is all a mistake. It will 
be corrected in a very short while, and 
after that—after the charges against me 
are all straightened out—there will proba-

Mrs. Meyers 
testified that they went to her home about 
3:30 and forced their way in despite her pro- 
tests. She said they were boisterous, and 
caught her roughly by the arm. 

She testified that she called a policeman, 
who started to arrest the men. But the 
guard. whose name she did not know, 
showed his star and the policeman left the 
house. Finally Policeman Weinman in- 
terfered and arrested Gillon. 

The name of the workhouse guard was 
not brought out in the trial In the Dayton 
Street Court, Mrs. Meyers saying she did 
not know it, and the policeman making the 
Same statement. 

They gave a description of him, how- 
ever, and Supt. Scully said Crinnion was 
the man. He said he was informed of 
the occurrence the same afternoon and 
made an investigation. 


He did not place much credence in the 
charges, as Crinnion had been a guard for 
more than two years. But he found that 
Crinnion had taken his prisoner to saloons 
and had drinks with him. For this infrac- 
tion of the rules, Crinnion was suspended 
that night.

JAPANESE DECLARED A 
MENACE TO INDO-CHINA. 


PARIS, May 1%.—M. Francois Deloncle, 
deputy for Indo-China, has submitted to 
the Special Parliamentary Committee on 
Naval Affairs a remarkable report on the 
urgent necessity for strengthening the de- 
fenses of Indo-China against the peril of a 
Japanese invasion. 

“Indo-China,” he says, “has only two 
enemies to fear, namely, Japan alone or 
China encouraged and supported by Japan. 
The former constitutes a real danger, for 
she could in a few weeks throw 100,000 men 
into Indo-China and easily’ reinforce this 
first tunding party. - 

“The first phase of such a struggle would 
consist of Japan's efforts to secure mastery 
of the sea in order to reinforce her troops. 
Owing to Japan’s great superiority in naval 
forces in far Eastern waters our feeble 
division would not risk a decisive battle, 
but would fall back on our only naval base, 
Saigon. There it would be blockaded as

The 13 councilmen who yesterday braved 
the displeasure of the machine leaders by 
voling against the granting of the fran- 
chise were today congratulated personally 
by Maycr Weaver at a council at which 
the course of action to follow Mayor 
Weaver’s veto of the ordinance was. dis- 
cussed. ) 


Police Draw Revolvers. 

‘Only the presence of a guard of 100 police- 
men, with drawn revolvers, protected the 
municipal legislators at last night’s ses- 
sion, when the lease was approved. 

Ropes dangled from the gallery rail over 
their heads. The air was filled by screams 
of “thieves,” “traitors,” “robbers” and 
“scoundrels.’’ Defying all this, the alder- 
men shoved the bill through. 

The citizens say the campaign !s by nv 
means over. The councilmen are freely 
threatened with dire punishment.

retary of the American Baptist 
Union, meeting Friday at the Third Bap- 
tist Church, won applause in an address 
during the morning by denouncing condl- 
tions in the Congo Free State, Africa. His 
expression of hope that the American Gov- 
ernment will investigate met the approval 
of the delegates, as shown by applause. 

“Conditions in Congo demand an investi- 


@ation,”’ said Secretarv Barbour. ‘They 


are deplorable, although under the admin- 
istration of a so-called’ Christian form of 
government. I hope tHat the American 
GoVernment will make an investigation. ’ 

The session of the Missionary Union 
opened at 10 a. m. President William A. 
Munroe of Massachusetts addressed the 
body, briefly. The assemblage sang ‘‘From 
Greenland’s Ic¥ Mountains.”’ 

Foreign Secretary Barbour, speaking of 
the financial condition of the organization, 
said that it was $25,000 ahead of the year 
previous. Treasurer Charles W. Perkins, 
in his report, made during the morning, 
said that the receipts for the year had been 
$777,689.28, and expenditures $789,008, leaving 
debts of $11,368.72.

He was with Grant for a 
year and prepared fvod for Wisconsin sol- 
diers three more years. lt was as a result 
of his life in the army that he came North, 
being directed to the southern portion of 
the State by Wisconsin soldiers. lor sev- 
eral years he lived with Guy Wheeler near 
this eity. 

Mr. Davis’ wife, Hattie, was born some 
time during the year ls. She has no 
knowledge of the exact date of her birth, 
but can remember that during the war ofl 
1812 she used to collect and return washing 
for the United States troops, when the 
army was stationed at Charlestown, 38: C., 
and was called 12 years:of age. 

After the granting of her freedom She 
joined the Union troops as cook and 
served in that capacity to the otiicers of 
the Second Wisconsin Cavalry. At tue 
close of the war ‘lruman Kinivall, James 
baxter and Other Janesville men were in- 
fluential in bringing her to Wisconsin and 
it was here that she became acquainted 
with Francis Davis. in 187 they were 
married at tsrodhead and are now mem- 
vers or tne wongregational Church of that 
piace.

EMBEZZLER WENT 


ON POLICE FORCE 


Arresting Man to Send Him to 
Pen When Appeal Was Lost, 
Deputy Makes Discovery. 


When George Merkel was taken into cus- 
tody Friday to be sent to the penitentiary 
for two years on affirmation of his convic- 
tion of embezzlemem, it was discovered 
that for seven months, while under sen- 
tence for the crime, he was a member of 


the St. Louis police force. 

Merkel! was tried in October, 1908, on the 
charge of embezzling $337 from Alexander 
Landau and was sentenced Oct. 21 in Judge 
Taylor's division to two years in the peni- 
tentiary. He appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 

In March, 1904, while the appeal was 
pending before the Supreme Court, Merkel 
applied for appointment as a policeman 
during the World’s Fair. April 1 he was 
sworn in. He served until Oct. 7, when the 


force was reduced. ° 

The decision of the Supreme Court, con- 
firming the action of the lower court, was 
announced Thursday and his arrest or- 
dered. While Deputy Sheriff Eisleben was 
looking for him, he discovered that the 
Merkel under conviction and the Merkel 
who had been on the police force were the 
same.

PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—The great in- 
crease in cigarette smoking among public 
school pupils has aroused the Board of 
Education to action and a special commit- 
tee has been appointed to take steps 
to put an end to the habit. It is recog- 
nized that the task will be a difficult one, 
but educators declared yesterday that 
something must be done. . The use of to- 
bacco in cigarette form had, it was stated, 
taken a hold on the pupils to such 
an alarming extent that it must be 
stopped. 

This, is was said, would be done by the 
adoption of stringent rules. It was stated 
that the enforcement of these rules may 
eventually lead to the expulsion of quite a

Diaz Way Popular at Glasgow, 
Which Refused to Allow Son of 
Founder to Run Away From the 
Job. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GLASGOW, Mo., May 13.—A. B. South- 
worth: has just been elected Mayor of 
Glasgow for his twentieth successive term. 
For 20 years he has shaped the destinies of 
Glasgow, and his election has become so 
much of a hakit with the »eople that it 


i} begins to look like tl.cy’ll keep it up as 


long as he lives. The Diaz way ts popular 
here as far as the executive office is con- 
cerned. . 

Glasgow is one of the old towns of the 
Missouri: river valley. In the days of 
Ssteamboating it was the clearing house 
for all the up-state business. A plank 
road ran to Huntsville and stage lines 
brarched out in all directions. The 
wharves were large and steamers frequent. 

Along the levee were big tobacco and 
general merchandise warehouses like those 
whieh used to handle the river freight at 
St. Louis. When the railroads outstripped 
the boats Glasgow was about forgotten. 
Marshall, Slater, Moberly, Sedalia and 
Jefferson City ran away from it in com- 
mercial importance. But, of recent years, 
the old town is gaining ground. 

It is situated in the heart of the finest 
wheat country in the West. It has two 
railroads and is going to be the head- 
quarters for the Missouri Central electric 
line, a project instituted by home capital- 
ista. 

Under Mayor Southworth's administra- 
tion, waterworks have been constructed, 
many factories established, a good light- 
ing plant put up and many metropolitan 
improvements successfully placed in. op- 
eration. Besides, its local college, Pritchett 
Institute, has thrived with its years. 

Mayor Southworth is % years old, but 
doesn’t look much over 4. Jis father, Dr. 
J. W. Southworth, was one of the founders 
of Glasgow. He settled at Chariton, a mile 
further up the river, in the early '40s.- 
Things rad just begun to look prosperous 
when a flood came and the settlement went 
down with it.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, May “™—As many 


cities are seeking the honor of being the 
burial place of Paul Jones’ bones, Indianap- 
olis also puts In a claim. 

It is based upon the fact that more of his 
near kin have lived or are living in this 
city and state than tn his own native Scot- 
land, and that among these kinsfolk are 
two names great in the history of the state 
and the nation. 

The sister of John Paul Jones was the 


mother of David Wallace, one of the early | 
governors of Indiana, who represented the | 
Central district of Indiana in Congress with 
great ability. Gov. Wallace was one ot | 
seven brothers, and the descendarts of the | 
sister of Paul Jones now living in Indiana 
and acattered over the United States are 


said to number more than 250. Gov. David 


Wallace had several sons and daughters, 
one of the sons being the late Wililam Wal- 
lace, postmaster of Indianapolis during 
President Harrison's term, and anvther. 
Gen. Lew Wallace, the author of ‘Ben- 
Hur.” 

Gov. David Wallace's ancestry was Scotch 
on his father’s as well as his mother’s sid>. 
He was born tin Miffiin County. Pennsyv'!- 
vania, July 24, 1799. A number of descend- 
ants of his brothers live in Marion and 
other towns tn Northern .ndianr. Of this 
branch of the family Dr. Lew Wallace of 
this city is a member, while Lew Wallace, 
the lawyer and Henry Wallace, son of 
Gen. Lew Wallace, are grandsons of Gov. 
David Wallace. 

The present intention ts to bury Jones’ 
oones at the Naval Academy, at Annapolis, 
where his grave will serve as an inspira- 
tion to the youth who are being trained to

Straight Tip From President That 
This Is His Sentiment on Atti- 
tude of Protectionists Toward 
His Panama Canal Policy. 


TO MAKE CONGRESS ACT 
ON TARIFF’S REVISION. 


Standpatters Admit He Has Given 
Them a Bitter Dose and Re- 
venged Himself—Speaker Can- 
non Glum and Noncommittal.

NEW YORK, May 19.—The following ex- 
tracts from a Washir@rton dispatch are 
printed in the most prominent place in the 
New York Tribune. Mr. Whitelaw Reid, for 
many years editor and proprietor of the 
Tribune, now ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain, dimed and slept at the White House 
as the guest of President Roosevelt the 
night before the dispatch was written: 

‘“‘Washington, May 17.—President Roose- 
velt insists on the ‘most favored na- 
tion clause’ for the United States, and the 
manufacturers of the country will have to 
accord that treatment to the Government 
in so far as purchases made for the Pana- 
ma canal are concerned—at least until 
Congress can pass a law compelling the 
commission to pay domestic prices for sup- 
ies. 

“The vehement and numeérous protests of 
disappointed manufacturers ahd indignant 
‘Stand—patters’—even those within the cab- 
inet—are not having the slightest effect 
on the President, unless, possibly, it be to 
satisfy him that the policy on which he 
and Secretary Taft have determined is so 
stirring up the tariff question as to insure 
extended consideration of the recommenda- 
tions for readjustment which he purposes 
to embody in his message to Congress next 
fall. 

“The President is Tesolved to bring the 
trust magnates to a realization of thvir 
debt to the people of this country,’ said 
a clese friend of the President in com- 
menting on the situation today, ‘and wil! 
accomplish that result even at tire risk 
of bringing a storm about his ears. He 
wishes to make Congress ‘act on the tariff 
question, and the sooner they take action 
the better he will Iike it. There will be 
very few supplies, relatively speaking, pur- 
chased by the canal commisstom between 
now and the time Congress meets. The 
President hopes, however, that enough will 
be bought to serve as an object lesson to 
the country on the subject on hand. For 
instance, he belleves it is little short of 
criminal for the big manufacturers to 
charge the home consumers a third more 
or double the price for goods than is 
charged the people of Europe.’ 

“The high protection gentlemen will 
probably cry out loudly over what they 
term an ‘outrage perpetrated on the 
American workman,’ but the people at 
large will understand who is perpetrating 
that outrage. It is the man who is sell- 
ing the product of their labor for twice 
what it is worth here at home and still 
making good profits on the sales abroad. 
The President expects to receive calls 


from a great many protesting magnates 
of the party before this thing Is settled, 
but you may accept it as a ‘straight tip’ 
that he will not recede one inch from his 
stand. To sum up the President’s senti- 
ments tn the case, he is determined that 
the ‘hogs shall take their feet out of the 
trough’ and he demands that the United 
States government when it becomes a pur- 
chaser of goods, shall.be treated as the 
‘most favored nation. 


Standpatters Splitting Hairs. 


Secretary Shaw and other standpat mem- 
bers of the cabinet are very busily en- 
gaged splitting hairs. They earnestly de- 
sire to create the impression that they are 
not objecting to the action of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Taft in deciding to buy 
canal supplies in the cheapest market. 
What they object to, they ineist, is the 
assertion that the determination amounts 
to a policy of the Republican administra- 
tion of which they form a part. 

They assert with much vigor that !t Is not 
the policy of the administration, but merely 
the determination of the President and Mr. 
Taft to deal with an exceptional case, one 
made exceptional by the failure of Congress 
to insert the usual clause limiting the dis- 
cretion of the executive officers charged 
with the execution of the law, to the pur- 
chase of supp'ies made in America. 

Representative Daizell will probably offer 
a resolution as soon ag the seasion of Con- 
gree is begun, . yo it as the sense 
of Congres that the canal should be built 
with American material. An qoportunity 
for an expresion on this very subject was 
side-stepped by Congress at its last ses- 
sion. 

While this finely drawn view may be that 
of Mr. Shanw and associates, the impression 
is gradually seeping Into the minds of other 
high tariff statesmen that President Roose- 
velt, biding his time, has wreaked a pictur- 
esque revenge upon them for the brusque 
refection by them of hie tariff revision 
mians in the Jast Congress. 

These high-tariff statesmen are rubbing 
themselves rather ruefully today. They say 
there is no question that they gave the 
Preatdent a pretty hard jolt last session 
over his tariff revieion proposition. They 
made it aa hard and as vigorous as thev 
eould in the hone, as thev said, that ‘tt 
might held him for awhile.” The Presiden: 
winced, but “took his medicine.”

System of Inhalation Proves Suc- 
cessful in Treatment of Dread 
Disease in New York.After Ex- 
tensive Experiments. 


METHOD OF TREATMENT 
TO BE MADE PUBLIC 


Dr. Leiser Discusses the Work He | 
Has Been Doing in the Tene- 


ment Districts—Percentage of 
Recoveries Remarkably Large.

New York, May 19.—The experiments 
begun several months ago in the tenement 
districts to demonstrate the possibility of 
curing consumption without the use of 
drugs, patent medicines or stimulants, but 
by the simple method of inhalation and the 
observance of the ordinary rules of hy- 
giene, have apparently resulted so suc- 
cessfully that the physician under whose 
auspices the tests have been conducted 
has decided to make public the system 
employed.

in the city as in more favorable climates. 

Several hundred cases were selected from 
those officially pronounced to be tubercu- 
losis. These were watched with great care 
by a number of well-known physicians. 
The tests were under the general direction 
of Dr. Oscar M. Leiser of No. u3 West 
Forty-fourth street. Dr. Leiser announced 
when the experiments were inaugurated 
that if the results justified it he would 
make public the details of the process and 
the formula used. This he has given to The 
World for publication upon the advice of 
other physicians and philanthropists who 
were associated with him in the under- 
taking. 

He makes no claim that the method is 
his own, but frankly gives the credit for 
its discovery to a western chemist, who, 
having cured himself of consumption, has 
encouraged its use among other unfortu- 
nates with remarkable success. Many 
hundreds of cases have been cured by the 
method in other climates, but the efficacy 
of it was not considered thoroughly estab- 
lished until tested in New York City under 
the most adverse conditions. 

Speaking of the experiments yesterday 
and in descrifing the new formula, Dr. 
Leiser sald last night: 

“The experiments which were inaugurat- 
ed several months ago have been con- 
tiued with a great deal more success than 
was anticipated. Of the W& patients now 
under treatment, 33 have practically been 
cured, or have been relieved to such an 
extent from the presence of the tubercu- 
losis bacilli that those of us who have been 
watching the experiments believe that the 
method has yielded the most satisfactory 
results. The cases upon which the tests 
were medeé were taken from those in which 
official examinations of the sputum had dis- 
closed the presence of the tuberculosis 
bacilli. All of these cases were located 
in tenements and amid the most unfavor- 
able sanitary surroundings, our purpose 
being to demonstrate the efficacy of the 
method in such places and not in those 
where climatic conditions were more pro- 
pitious. 


Poor Patients Benefited. 


“We confined our experiments to the 
poorer classes of patients, believing that if 
our theory was correct we should be ren- 
dering a greater service to the victims of 
tuberculosis than by attempting to assist 
nature in her most favorable moods. 

‘The results of our efforts, covering a 
year and conducted with as little public 
discussion as possible, have been sufficient 
to convince us that the method will prove 
as effective here in New York as-it would 
in the higher altitudes now sought by vic- 
tims of this disease, I could tell you of 
several cases which, when first experi- 
mented on, were far advanced and are 


now, to all intents and purposes, greatly 
improved. One man in a tenément, for in- 
stance, was confined to his bed. He has 
since returned to his work. ' 

‘The greatest difficulty has been to get 
the patients to take the treatment regu- 
larly and to observe thé hygienic require- 
ments essential to its success. 


. Treatment Is Simple. 
“The treatment is a simple one. It is 
not new except in its complete form. Every 


physician knows of it in a way. It is one 
of inhalation and consists of a mixture of 
oil of pine needi2, ofl of gaulterine, oil of 
eucalyptus and hydro-carbon oil, which is 
prepared in an elaborate electrical process, 
the result giving rise to ean absolutely 
new medication, which proves destructive 
to the tubercle bacilli. This medication is 
inheled through an apparatus which forces 
the medicament through a filtering solu- 
tion, and is inhaled directly into the lungs. 

“The question of any vapor one able to 
reach the small air spaces of the lung has 
been a mooted one among practitioners 
who have made a speciality of treating 
tuberculosis for many years, but inasmuch 
as the cases recently experimented on have 
shown such marked improvement there can 
be, to my mind, no question as to the abil- 
ity of the medicament to reach the afflicted 
or diseased area of the lung. In cases 
where the environment was more favorable 
than mn the tenment districts the improve- 
ment has been much more rapi and 
thorough. 


It Has Been an Up-Hill Fight. 


“There have been so many so-called cures 
for tuberculosis foisted on the public: that 
it has been an uphill fight to keep the pa- 
tients on the treatment. To do so, believ- 
ing the method to be effective, I have 
sought the hearty co-operation of members 
of the medical profession, and with them 
have studied the subject most exhaustively 
with particular reference to each individ- 
ual case. When the results seemed to jus- 
tify it, I decided to make known the for- 
mula for the benefit of all physicians and 
for victims of consumption. he pisos 
of using the mixture originated with C. P. 
Benson, a Western chemist, some years 
ago, as a matter of self-preservation. It 
cured him of consumption, and the credit 
for improving the conditions of and curing 
many unfortunates is properly his.

“Until the plans for the future are more 
fully developed I do not care to say any 
more. The experiments already begun 
will be continued. I regret that I cannot 
give you the names of some of the gen- 
tlemen who have so generously assisted 
us and made possible the success already 
realized. But by their express request I 
am prohibited from doing s8o."’

NEW YORK, May 19.—The World says: 
“Mr. Roosevelt’s decision to accept no 
more transportation favors from the rail- 
roads will end a practice that can be 
traced largely to failure of Congress to 
provide an adequate salary for the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

“The railroads have been giad to carry 
the President free because it was a goou 
udvertisement. Presidents have accepted 
such favors because they could not af- 
ford to pay for special trains out of their 
ofiicial salary. The situation reflects little 
credit upon the Government of the United 
States. 

“Congress cannot increase Mr. Roose- 
velt’s salary during his present term, but 
it ought to make an appropriation for pay- 
ing the President's traveling expenses when 
he is on public business—and a President 
of the United States is always on public 
business when he travels.”’ 


The Press (Rep.) is sad of heart, 
pressed and angry because of that decision 
io buy canal supplies in the open market. 
Here are some of the protests it makes 
teday: ‘“‘We protest because it is an ar- 
bitrary canceling, by individuals, of the 
will of the people. We protest because it 
is a betrayal of the Republican party, 
charged by the American people with the 
guidance and administration of their af- 
fairs.

‘The action of the President has fixed the 
attention of the country upon the weakest 
spot in the protectionist argument, the fact 
that our protected manufacturers sefl their 
products at a lower price to foreigners than 
they charge to American consumers,"’ says 
the Times.

THERAPEUTICS OF 
MUSIC IS SCIENCE 


It Should Be Given an Acknowl- 
edged Place, Declares New 
ork Eclectic Physician. 


By Leased Wire From the New York Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. nt 

NEW YORK, May 19.—‘‘Musical thera- 
peutics is more nearly a science than the 
ordinary practice of medicine,”’ was the 
revolutionary statement made last night by 
Dr. J. Thornton Sfbiey, professor of sug- 
gective therpeutics in the New York 
Electical Medical College, et the closing 
of the meeting of session of the Nationa! 
Society of Therapeutias held at the resi- 
dence of Miss Florence Guernsey, No. 180 
West Fifty-ninth street. In these words 
he answered the question raised by the 
subject umier discussion, ‘“‘Should Music 
Have an Acknowledged Place as a Thera- 
peutic?’ and ecxipreased the sentiment of 
the majority of speakers. 

While all agreed as to the healing in- 
fluence, both on bedy and mind, of music, 
theories as to how it works on the ob- 
jective and subjective minds of men dif- 
fer. Dr. Sibicy held that the individual 
is never thoroughly rational when he is 
emotional, but emphasized the point that 
only when he is emotional ts he amenable 
to suggestion, it being at this time that 
music has its most powerful effect. 

Although disagreeing with some of his 
theories, Dr. Emmet C. Dent of Manhat- 
tan State Hospital for the Insane, gave the 
result of his own experiments with music 
as a theurapeutic agent when treating his 

tients. Ail these, he said, showed that 
ts influence is a more powerful one for 

than any other, possibly than all 
other, methods of treatment dombined. 
“Practical experience with music as the 
curative agent,’’ said Dr. Dent, ‘“‘the ex- 


periments covering a period of three months 
ith cases, showed fifteen recovered; 10 
improved wipe 14 not benefited.

WOOD MAKES A 
PLEA OF GUILTY 
SECOND DEGREE

Slayer of George Williams, Whose 
Attorneys Built Up a Weird 
Defense, Sentenced to Thirty 
Years in Prison. 


SUDDEN ENDING OF 
NOTED MURDER TRIAL 


Lawyers Convinced That the Jury 

- Could Not Be Made to Appreci- 
ate a Double Personality and 
Killing by Suggestion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SOMERVILLE, N. J.. May 19.—After 
building up and supporting with expert 
testimony the wierdest theory of double 
personality for their client, the lawyers of 
George H. Wood, on trial for murder, to- 
day asked permission to retract the plea of 
of murder in the second degree which was 
granted. Wood was sentenced to 300 years 
in prison. 

This remarkable situation has developed 
out of a course of events as perplexing as 
any feature of the trial. The prosecution 
and the defense had rested their cases and 
Prosecutor Reger had presented the “out- 
line’’ on which the case was to go to the 
jury. The trial was ready for the closing 
addresses. The prisoner’s wife was sob- 
bing pitifully. A few mom@its before, 
Mrs. Williams, widow of the murdered 
man, had been assisted from the room on 
the verge of hysterical collapse. 

As Mr. Reger referred to the prisoner 
and his wife Wood's face twitched con- 
vulsively. The mask of stolidity, which 
nothing has been able to remove during the 
trial, was dispelled. .-Slowly his arm moved 
Out toward the sobbing wife at his side. 
His trembling fingers searched an instant 
and then rested over those of his wife. 
With hands clasped they sat throughout 
the ordea] like terrified children. When 
Wood was conducted to his cell, one of his 
counsel] followed. It was then that the 
new plans were unfolded to him. He was 
dazed by the proposition, because his hope 
for acquittal has been strong. 

‘If I only knew what to do,’ he stam- 
mered. ‘I cannot understand it at all. Am 
I crazy? I wish I knew. I try to remem- 
ber the scene when they say I did the mur- 
der."’ 

He fell 
self. 

‘Thirty witnesses say I was there. My 
own grandmother says I was there. I can 
remember nothing about it, yet I try and 
try. Oh, God! If I could see, if I could 
bring back memory!" 3 

it was the opinion of many who have fol- 
lowed the trial that on the evidence pre- 
sented the jury would return a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. The difficulty 
of impressing on this jury evidence involv- 
ing psychic aura and other abstruse prob- 
lems has been recognized. It is a country 
jury, little calculated to think highly of 
expert testimony or high science. 


Realities of Wolf and Mack. 


The truth is that despite the fanciful 
double personality theories so cleverly put 
forth and supported by expert witnesses, 
the prosecution had known for 4 hours 
of a man who may have suggested to the 
prisoner the dual personality described as 
Henry Wolf. This man’s name is said to 
be Henry Wolf. 

Wolf is said to be an ironworker who 
lives in Brooklyn. According to County 
Detective Totten, Wood had known Wolf 
for some time and fancied him a bitter en- 
emy. An effort was made by the proseou- 
tion to get Wolf into court to testify, but 
he ig Said to have refused peremptorily. 

Franklin D. Mack, a civil ert ineer, who 
was believed to have suggested to Wood 
he ‘“‘Mack”’ of his fantasy, was in court. 

¢ was in charge of a job of work in Long 
Branch about the time Wood says he was 
employed there. Mack says that he em- 
ployed about 300 men on the job, and the 

risoner may have been among the num- 
ber. He could not identify Wood, however. 

The defendant gore no intimation that he 
recognized Mack. 

The existence of both ‘“‘Mack”’ and a Hen- 
ry Wolf is known to have given the de- 
fanse the agen concern. 

In the early stages of the trial the sug- 
gestion was made that if the defendant 
would proffer a plea of guilty of murder 
in the Second degree {t would be accepted 
by the prosecution. This was declined and 
the fight for Wood's life was made. 


Man May Kill and Forget. 


Dr. Sidney D. Wilgus was among the 
last witnessacs for the defense. After 
the cross-examinction Judge Garretson 
asked the witness: 

“Do you believe that when the murder 
was committed Wood was himself? Was 
he himself when he hired Willfamg to drive 
— in _the sleigh te his grandmother's 
ome? bo you believe he was himself 
when he wrete his own name on the regis- 
tering book at Blimm’s Hotel in Platn- 
Sel4?” 

“No, he was in a subconscious state,” 
Dr. Wilgus replied. 

“Do you belleve that a man could kill 
another while in that state and not know 
what he was doing?” the Court asked. 

“IT have known such cases.”’ 

“Do you think one man can kill another 
and forget all about it?’ 

**Yes."’ 

Dr. Parker, the most important of the 
medical experts for the defense, when told 
vf the discovery of a Henry Wolf, said: 

“TI am deeply interested a the peycho- 
logical problems presented by the case, 
and would like to sée this man Wolf. It 
may be in his power to make an important 
addition to the fucts already obtained. 

“I called attention in my testimony to 
the fact that the existence of a ‘Mack’ 
and a ‘Wolf’ might be proven. Such a 
discovery would not destroy the delusional 
character of Wood's insanity. It would 
tend to strengthen rather than injure my 
theory of the case. 

“Dr. Bailey sought in  =~his __ testi- 
mony to draw levels of responsi- 
biiity for persons in conditions of 
eubconsciousness where there are two dif- 
ferent species of subconsciousness, hyster- 
ical and epileptic. The latter is the more 
dense. In the former there is loss of 
memory which may be recovered and this 
might be in its entirety.

Any 
geon knows that bullets are often 5 Am na 
from their course in the human body by 
the slightest obstacle But, wee 
say, the breast bone, which t« flat. d 
the bullet backward. One might almost 
say it rebounded from the breast bone. 

“The bullet in its return course 
passed through the sac around the heart, 
the diaphragm and the stomach and was 
found resting on the kidney, almoet — 
the spot where it entered Garland’s body. 
You can almost compare the bullet's course 
to that of a ray of light when it falls on 
and is reflected by a mirror.” 
Dr. O’Hanion wil Ipreserve Gartland’s 
wounded organs and send them as a med- 
ical curle to the museum of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. a, said that 
not the least remarkable phase of the case 
was that Garland lived 12 hours after being 
shot.
